" (h) ( I) Witliin ninety days after the enactment of this 
■section, the Secretarj-, after giving appr()priate consideration 
to technoh»gy, shall i)ronuilgate Federal standards of per- 
formance for new stationar\- sources of air emissions (here- 
iiiafter referred to as 'new sources') which shall he designed 
to prevent the discharge of pollutants or comlnnations of 
pollutants hito the air of the Fiiited States.

Actions to restrain such violators shall 
be brought by, and in, the name of the United States. In 
any such action, subpenas for witnesses who are reciuired to 
attend a district court ui any district may run into any other 
district. 

" (i) Any person who violates clause (1) or (2) of 
subsection (g) of this section shall be liable to a civil pen- 
alty of not more than $5,000 for each violation. Each viola- 
tion shall be a separate offense.

NATIONAL EMISSION STANDARDS— HAZAKDOUS

"Sec. 111. (a) The Secretary shall, within one hundred 
and eighty days of date of enactment, pronudgate emission 
recpiirements for the foUowing substances: polynuclear or- 
ganic particulate matter, asbestos, radioactive materials, 
chlorinated hydrocarbon pesticides, cadmium, arsenic, man- 
ganese, berj'Uium chromimn, nickel, lead, biological aerosols, 
and chlorine-h3'drochloric acid. The Secretary shall set such 
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emissum re(|uiremciits at zero excppt that he luav set a higher 
level of emissions if he detemiines, after pii))lic lieariiigs and 
upon a preponderance of the evidence, that a departure from 
a zero level of emissions of sucli suhstauices will not jeopardize 
puhlic health. 

"(h) The Secretary may extend the provisions of this 
subsection to additional sul)stances if, following pnl)lication 
of such proposal, and after [)ublic lieai'ings, he detemiines 
such substance to be extremely hazardous to health. 

"Sec. 112. (a) (1) Any violation of air quality stand- 
ards hnplementation plans, emission recpiirements, or per- 
formance standards established pursuant to this Act is pro- 
hibited. 

"(2) Whenever, on the basis of survej-s, studies, inves' 
tigation, or reports, an authorized representative of the 
Secretary finds a violation of such standards, he shall 
promptly issue an order in ^^■riting to the perst)n causing 
or contributing to such a violation requiring such person to 
abate such violation as soon as possible and within a time to 
be prescribed therein, except that in the case of a violation 
of emission requirements, such time shall not exceed seventy- 
two hours. A copj- of the order shall )je sent to the State 
pollution control agency of the State or States in which the 
violation occurred. Sul)ject to the provisions of this sub- 
section, such order shall remain in effect until such repre- 
sentative determines by written notice to such person that 
such violation no longer exists. Ji\\ such orders shall contain 
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a detailed description of the conditions or practices which 
pause or constitute a violation. Xotliing in this paragraph 
shall affect the authority of the Secretary pursuant to sub' 
section (k) of this section. 

" (3) (A) Any person issued an order pursuant to para- 
gi'apli (2) of this sidisection other than an order to abate 
a violation of an emission requirement may file with the 
Secretary an application withhi thirty days of receipt thereof 
for a public hearing to review such order. The applicant 
■ shall send a copy of such application to the State pollution 
control iigency in which the violation occurred. Upon receipt 
of such application, the Secretary shall promptly hold a pub- 
lic hearing to ena))le such person and other interested persons 
to present information relating to the issuance and continu- 
ance of the order, ov the time fixed therein, or both. The filing 
of an application for review under this paragraph shall not 
operate as a stay of the order. Any such hearing shall be of 
record and shall be subject to section 554 of title 5 of the 
United States Code. 

"(B) Immediately upbn completicm of the hearing, the 
Secretary shall make findings of fact giving due considera- 
tion to the technological feasil)illty of complying with such 
standards and he shall issue a written decision, incorporating 
therein an order vacating, affirming, modifj ing, or terminat- 
ing the previous order complained of and his findings. 

"(C) In connection with any hearing under this para- 
graph, the Secretary may sign ami issue su))penas for the 
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attendance and testimony of witnesses and tlie production 
of relevant papers, books, and documents, and administer 
oaths. Witnesses summoned shall ))e paid the same fees and 
mileage that are paid witnesses In the courts oi the United 
States. In case of contumac}' or refusal to ohej' a subpeua 
served upon anj^ person under this paragraph, the district 
court of the United States for an3' district in which such 
person is found or resides or transacts business, upon appli- 
cation 1)3^ the United States and after notice to such person, 
shall have jurisdiction to issue an order re(puring sucli person 
to appear and give testimon_y before the Secretary or to 
appear and produce documents before the Secretary, or both, 
and any failure to obe}' such order of the court ma}' be 
punished by such court as a contempt thereof. 

" (4) Any decision issued by the Secretarj- under para- 
graph (2) or (3) of this subsection shall be subject to 
judicial review by the United States court of appeals for 
the circuit in which the violation occurred, or the United 
States Court of Appeals for the District of Columbia Circuit, 
upon the filing in such court within thirtj' daj's from the 
date of such order or decision of a petiticm Ijy any person 
aggrieved thereby prajdng that the order or decision be 
modified or set aside in whole or in part. Any order issued 
by the Secretary to abate a violation of an emission re(piire- 
ment shall be final and shall be in force until and unless 
the court determines that the interests of the public are 
best served by stajing such order. A copy of the petition 
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shall fcirtliwitli bo sent l>y rogistert'd or certified mail tq 
the Secretary and the State air pollution control agency, 
and thereupon the Secretarj- shall certify and file in such 
court the record upon which the order or decision com- 
plained of was issued, as provided in section 2112 of title 
28, United States Code. The court shall hear such petition 
on the record made liefore the Secretary. The findings of 
the Secretary, if supported hy suhstantial evidence on the 
record considered as a whole, shall he conclusive. The court 
may affirm, vacate, or modify anj- order or decision of the 
Secretarj' and, when a])propriate, issue such process as may 
be necessary to ahnte such violation, or mny remand the 
proceedings to the Secretar}' for such further actions as it 
may direct. The judgment of the court shall ])e subject to 
review onlj' ]>y the Supreme Court of the United States 
npon a writ of certiorari or certification as provided in sec- 
tion 1254 of title 28, Ignited States Code. The commence- 
ment of a proceeding- under this paragraph shall not, unless 
specificall)- ordered hy the court, operate as a stay of the 
order or decision of the Secretary. 

"(5) (A) The Secretary shall institute a civil action for 
relief, including a permanent or temporary injunction, re- 
straining order, or ;uiy other appropriate order in the district 
court of the United States for the district in which a person 
subject to air (pialitj- standards established under this section 
is located or resides or is dohig business, whenever such per- 
son (i) violates or fails or refuses to comply with any final 
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order or decision issued under this subsection to enfoi-ce air 
quality standards established under this subsection or (ii) 
interferes with, hinders, or delay's the Secretary or his author- 
ized representative in carrymg out his responsibilities under 
this section, or (iii) refuses to furnish anj' information, data 
or reports reipiested hy the Seci^etarj? in furtherance of the 
provisions of this section; or (iv) ]-efuscs to permit access to, 
and copying of, such records as the Secretar}- detemiines 
necessaiy in cariymg out the provisions of this section. Each 
court shall have jurisdiction to provide such relief as niaj^ be 
appropriate, except that such court shall have jurisdiction 
onlj' with regard to the issue of relief being sought pursuiuit 
to this paragraph. Temporary restraining orders shall bo 
issued in accordance with rule 5 of the Federal Eules of Civil 
Procedure, as amended, except that the time limit in such 
orders, when issued without notice, shall be seven days from 
the date of entry. In actions under this section, subject to the 
direction and control of the Attorney General, as provided 
m section 50 (b) of title 28 of the T'nited States Code, attor- 
neys appointed bj- the Secretary' may appear for and repre- 
sent hun. In any action instituted under this section to 
enforce an order or decision issued l)_y tlie Secretary after a 
public hearing in accordance with section 554 of title 5 of the 
United States Code, the findings of the Secretary, if sup- 
ported by su))stantial evidence on the record considered as a 
whole, shall be conclusive. 
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"(B) Any ppvson who knowingly violates any air 
.quality standar^ls pstabl^slie^ mifler tjjis subsection or who 
knowingly violatas any- plan for inij)lempntation or emission 
recinirenients inclntle^i in such standards or wlio knowingly 
violates or fails {)\- rf fvisps coinply wit]i anj^ final order or 
'decision issued un(lpr th^s section shall, upon conviction, be 
punished by a finp of ^lot inorp tfian $25,000 per day of 
violation, or by imprisonment for pot piore than one year, or 
by both, except that, if the conv|ctio;i }s for a violation com- 
mitted after the first convictiop of isuch person under this 
■ section, punishment shall l)e by a fine of not more than 
$50,000 per day of violation, or by imprisonment for not 
more than five years, or by botji, 

" (C) Any person who knowingly makes any false state- 
ment, representation, or certification in imj application, rec- 
ord, report, plan, or other document filed or required to be 
maintained under this title or anj- order or decision issued 
under this section shall, upon conviction, be punished by a 
fine of not more than $10,000, or by imprisonment for not 
more than six months, or by both. 

"((3) For the purpose of making any investigation un- 
der this subsection of any building, structure, or other faciHty 
subject to air quality standards established under this sub- 
sectii>n, the Secretary or his authorized representative shall 
have a right of entry to, upon, or through such l)Hilding, 
structure, or facility. Whenever any person is rc(iuired by 
a final order issued mider this subsection to abate any viola- 
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tion of air quality standards estal)lislied under this sul)section, 
the Secretary shall, wlieu apjiropriate, require sueh person 
to sample any emissions suhject to aljatement by such order 
accpy(iance with such methods, at such locations, at such 
inteiTals, and in such maiine|: as th^ Spcretary shall prescribe 
and report such samples to thji Secretary as he ma}' prescribe 
apd such report shall be public, 

"(7) (A) No person shall discharge or in any other 
way discrimmate against or cause to he discharged or dis- 
priminated against anj^ employee or any authorized represent- 
ative of employees by reason of the fact that such employee 
pr representative of anj^ alleged vipla|;or has filed, instituted, 
or caused to be filed or instituted any proceeding under this 
Act, or has testified or is about tp testify in any ppcpeding 
resulting from the administration ov eiifprcement of the 
provisions of this Act. 

"(B) Any employee or a representative of employees 
who believes that he has been discharged or otherwise dis- 
criminated against bj' any person in violation of subpara- 
graph (A) of this jiaragraph niay within thirty daj's after 
such violation occurs, apply to the Secretaiy for a review of 
such alleged discharge or discrimination. A copy of the appli- 
cation shall be sent to such person who shall be the respond- 
ent. Upon receipt of such application, the Secretary shall 
cause such investigation to l)e made as he deems appropriate. 
Such investigation shall provide an o])i)ortunity for a public 
hearmg at the request of any party to enable the parties to 
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present information relating to such violation. The parties 
shall be given written notice of the time and place of the 
hearing at least five cTaj'S prior to the hearing. Any such 
hearing shall be of record and shall be subject to section 554 
of title 5 of the United States Code. Upon receiving the re- 
port of such investig-ation, the Secretarj' shall make findings 
of fact. If he finds that such violation did occur, he shall issue 
a decision, incorporating an order therein, requiring the per- 
son committing such violation to take such affirmative action 
to abate the violation as the Secretary deems appropriate, 
including, but not limited to, the rehiring or reinstatement of 
the employee or representative of employees to his former 
j^osition with compensation. If he finds that there was no 
such violation, he shall issue an order denj'lng the applica- 
tion. Such order issued by the Secretary under this subpara- 
graph shall be subject to judicial review in accordance with 
this subsection. Violations by any person of paragraph (1) 
of this subsection shall be subject to the provisions of 
paragraph (5) of this subsection. 

■ "(C) Whenever an order is issued imder this paragraph, 
at the request of the apphcant, a sum equal to the aggregate 
amount of all costs and expenses (including the attorney's 
fees ) as determined by the Secretai3f to have been reasonably 
uicm-red by the applicant for, or m connection with, the insti- 
tution and prosecution of such proceedings, shall be assessed 
a'gamst the person committing such violation. 
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" (8) The district courts of the United States shall have 
original jurisdiction, regardless of the amount in controversy 
or the citizenship of the parties, of civil actions brought by 
one or more persons on behalf of themselves or on behalf 
of any other persons similarly situated within anj^ air quality 
control region or portion thereof designated under section 
against anj' person including a governmental instrumentality 
or agencj', for declaratory and equitable relief or any other 
appropriate order against any person, where there is an 
alleged violation of any applicable air quality standards, 
plan for implementation or emission requirements established 
pursuant to this section. Nothing in this subsection sliall 
affect the rights of such persons as a class or as individuals 
vmder any other law to seek enforcement of such standards."
